Item 1 & 2 - Introductions/Chair Comments/Meeting Minutes: Chair Jim Bunch called the meeting
to order. Members and guests introduced themselves.

Vote: The Committee approved April, May and June meeting minutes.

Item 3 — Employer TMP Annual Reports: James Carlson presented summary of companies that had
submitted Traffic Mitigation Plan (TMP) Annual Reports. All had fulfilled the minimum mandatory
requirements for approval by the MCDOT Director. The Committee recommended approval; however,
due to a technical issue, the ULLICO plan was not visible on the website for some on the Committee. It
was recommended that the Committee hold the recommendation until the issue could be resolved.

VOTE: The Committee voted to recommend approval of eight of the companies presented, except
ULLICO.

Item 4 — 8600 Georgia Avenue Hotel Project: Susan Reutershan, Lerch, Early & Brewer, representing
the developer Star Capital, said that 8600 Georgia Avenue will be a 170-room extended stay hotel on the
corner of Georgia and Colesville Roads. Bill Landfair from VIKA reported that a vendor has yet to be
identified, the vision for the hotel will be 13 stories with a constrained parking garage. Other features:

e Designed to harmonize with the surrounding architecture

e L-shaped courtyard on the 2" level

e [oading bay on the Georgia Avenue side and 2-space layby on Colesville Road
e (Coffee shop and other retail on ground floor

e Parking entrance on Colesville Road

The Committee discussed features of the hotel that may contribute to traffic congestion, such as alighting
passengers on Georgia Avenue and the two vehicle constraint for the layby.

Other features of the hotel:

e The 2" floor contains a meeting area, dining room and a courtyard
e Green roof and highly visible mural art on the buildings side
e Building will be LEED certified and close to Metro

Ms. Reutershan reported that the field sketch and Preliminary Plan have been submitted; next will be the
Site Plan, which will include traffic mitigation and other details.

The Committee also discussed:

e The new hotel as an “urban hotel” concept, with access to area public garages-more DC centric
and more transit-oriented and equipped with a wayfinding system
e Utilizing retail space to accommodate rapidly changing trends

Mr. Bunch said he found the County’s response to the Committee’s letter regarding the Transit Center
inadequate. Mr. Carlson cited the posting a crossing guard during certain hours at the Colesville Avenue



exit point. Others on the Committee said more enforcement was welcome, but is not consistent enough to
be effective to stop cars and buses from blocking Discovery’s garage, preventing cars from exiting.

e The Council is deliberating on the Subdivision Staging Policy-results are available on the Council
and M-NCPPC web sites

e Office of Legislative Oversite review — copies of the Silver Spring TMD operations report will be
available next meeting
